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difficulty is found by the General Government in the transmission of the public 
funds from and to remote points. On the contrary, it cannot be denied that the 
greatest facility and ease now exist in the transfer of the Government funds to 
all places where they are wanted, and where Banking institutions exist. If the 
Government require half a million at New Orleans, or St. Louis, or Detroit, the 
amount can be placed there by the Deposit Banks of New York at a short no- 
tice, without cost and without risk to the Government. 

Tf then the main objection be the insecurity of the deposits as at present 
made, cannot this objection be entirely obviated by requiring from the deposi- 
tories collateral security to the whole amount of such deposits. We presume 
no difficulty would arise in obtaining dollar for dollar from all the Banks now 
employed; and if one or more of them decline to furnish such collaterals, 
others can be found in the same places ready to comply with such requisitions. 
There are monied institutions at Boston, New York, New Orleans, St. Louis, 
und other cities, with sufficient means to secure the Government for the public 
deposits at those points. 

The principal inducement that exists for the continuance of the present sys- 
tem is, that the public funds, while they are safely deposited (or may be made 
to), are in a large measure actively employed, furnishing facilities to the mer- 
chants of the different cities where the deposits are made. This will be seen 
very clearly by those who examine the reports of the Deposit Banks of Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore, as contained im this journal. Their 
loans are much heavier than those of other Banks with equal capital. 

The public funds, in their present condition, are useful to the community, to 
the whole community—they are safe: they are easily and without expense trans- 
nitted from and to the most remote points ; and if we regard the convenience 
of the debtors of the Government, no change can be proposed that will render 
peyments more easy. 

The revenue of the port of New York for the first quarter of the current year, 
has been upon an average $400,000 per week, or $66,666 per day. Can any 
tional man suppose that this sum could be possibly paid in specie by our mer- 
thants to the sub-treasurer of the United States for this port? As it is, this 
‘mount can be paid, and is paid by or fo one individual in = few minutes, every 
ay in the week, without the labor of counting five dollars in specie, It isa 
ptfectly simple process for the receiving teller of a Bank to receive in the or- 
hary course of one day’s business operations, four or five hundred thousand 
‘ollars on deposit from one hundred or more different depositors: but the same 
individual would find it much more laborious to receive, during the same space 
‘time, ten thousand dollars in specie on deposit. 
Let us look to England and France ; and even there, where the governments 
verbially take care of themselves, Government Banks are found essentially ne- 
for the receipts and disbursements of the revenue, Payments in coin, 
‘ther exclusively or in a large part, would be considered preposterous and im- 
ncticable. The effect upon our own commercial affairs, in case the proposed 
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The bill for the establishment of the Sub- Treasury is now before the Finance 
Committee of the Senate. The main ground assumed, we believe, by the 
friends of this measure, is the insecurity at present and in time to come, of the 
public funds, while in the control of the State Banks. No objection is urged, 
as far as we are aware, to the convenience of the present system, or that any 


change shall be made, may be estimated from the present position of the Banks

The Government now proposes, by the Treasury bill, to withdraw from the 
Banks this $5,310,138 in specie, and lock it up in Sub-Treasury vaults, where 
it will be inactive, unproductive, useless. In its present shape, the above five 
millions is a basis of Banking operations for the benefit of the community, éo at 
least five millions : and the sudden or prospective withdrawal of the basis neces- 
sarily removes, at once or gradually, such an amount at least of accommodation 
from the people. These public funds belong to the people, and if they can be . 
judiciously and profitably employed for their benefit, without any contingent lia- 

ability of loss to the Government, LET THE FUNDS STAY WHERE THEY ARE. 
That the public deposits in this State are the basis of loans, even to a greater 


amount than the actual deposits, will be seen by any one who examines the of- 
ficial statement of the condition of the Banks in our 24th No., viz. :—

It is necessary to bear in view the combined business of both city and coun- 
try Banks, because a large amount of specie is held by the former to meet the 
circulation end drafts of those of the interior, and of Banks in other States. 

If, then, the entire loans of the Banks of the State, amounting to seventy-five 
millions, be in a large measure based upon $8,300,000 specie, what contraction 
would prudence dictate when that specie shall be reduced, as the Sub-Treasury 
bill contemplates, to $3,050,000! And this, too, when the balance of trade be- 
tween this country and Europe, is manifestly in favor of the latter, as is evinced 
by that certain index, the rate of exchange. This, too, while our foreign relations 
are exceedingly unsettled ; and when, if the dispute with England terminate 
unfavorably, there will be no Government deposits for the Sub-Treasury. This, 
too, in the face of a tightness in the English Money-market, « greater than has 
been felt for many years :”’* in the face of diminished exports ; increased and 
excessive imports ; and a deficient Cotton crop for 1846, of eleven millions. 

If the Sub-Treasury bill goes into operation, the only possible shape in which 
it can be made practicable, is for the Government to add a clause, authorising the 
issue of Treasury notes to the amount of twenty or thirty millions of dollars, as 
a medium of payment for Custom House duties, and to supply the vacuum caused 
by the inevitable withdrawal of that amount of Bank circulation.

Editorial Correspondence. 
{((comMUNICATION.) 

Tue Svus-Treasvry.—This bill has been hurried through the lower House 

of Congress, without consulting the views of those most deeply interested in the 
result, viz, : the commercial class. A change in the policy of the Government 
respecting the tariff, or public deposits, or anything else, should be made only 
after the most mature deliberation. ‘The Sub-Treasury bill now before Con. 
gtess will be, if carried into operation, of no benefit to any class of people what. 
ever: neither the merchant, the manufacturer, nor the farmer; on the con. 
trary, it will be extremely detrimental in its effects upon all these three classes, 
and directly or indireetly upon every individual in the whole community. 
I need only refer to the self-evident proposition, that the public funds are 
now promoting the ends and aims of commerce, manufactures and agriculture, 
The public depositories would not assume the charge of the funds, except under 
an implied contract with the Treasury that the funds were to be used, so far as pru- 
We may assume that, while 
the Deposit Banks have been at all times prepared to meet the drafts of the 
Treasury, yet the same Banks have loaned to the people fully as much as the 
deposits amount to, more than they would or could otherwise have done. 

It must strike the sense of every reflecting man that the loans so made are 
not for the sole benefit of the borrower. Their influence extends throughout 
the entire circles and semi-circles of society—the farmer, the shoemaker, the 
hatter, the sailor, the cotton planter, &e.; thus toand through all grades of the 
community. 

There are two errors palpable in the views of Congress upon this subject :— 
1st. That the public deposits are unsafe ; 2d. That the Government is one thing 
and the people another. Now, no sound man can question the ability of the 
Deposit Banks, one and all, to pay these deposits; but if any doubt it, such se. 
curity can be had as will render the matter certain. Upon the proposition 
(termed democratic) that the General Government has nothing to do with the 
people, I maintain that these very deposits are contributed by the people ; be- 
long to the people ; are in use by the people ; and are effectually accomplishing 
all the good they are capable of, to the people. 

These public funds must accumulate at the large cities where the bulk of the 
revenue is received: two-thirds at least of all the Government funds being now 
at the four Jarge Atlantic cities. In the action of Congress on this matter, es. 
pecial reference should be had to public opinion and the opinion of the press in 
those cities, and to the results of such action upon these communities. Take 
away or modify the existing facilities of such cities, and you, presto! affect the 
value of every bale of cotton, of every pig of lead, of every barrel of pork and 
flour, of every ship, and, I may say, every shoe and minor article held for sale. 

While upon this subject, I will remark, that if amy change is proper in the 
premises, it is this: that instead of confining the funds to eight depositories, 
as in New York and Brooklyn ; or to one, as in Boston; and two in Philadel. 
phia ; direct the deposits in the large cities to be placed in every Bank within 
their limits, in proportion to their capital; provided they furnish the requisite 
collateral security, and comply with the existing and proper requisitions of the 
Treasury. This proceeding will, in my opinion, remedy the sole objection to 
the present system, by diffusing more widely and beneficially the operation of 
the people’s funds upon the people. 

Congress having parted with (or suspended) their partial control over the 
issue of paper-money, and having delegated (by implication) this control to the 
State Legislatures (by refusal to recharter the U. 8. Bank, and thereby forcing 
the State Banks to supply the deficiency) has subjected the people to a Bank 
cireulation, which is defined, enlarged or contracted, by the partial, unequal, 
and vacillating policy of the State Legislatures. 

If Congress would adhere to the constitutional provision, ‘ to coin money, (in 
which I include paper money) regulate the value thereof, and of foreign coin,” by the 
sole issue of money (paper as well as bullion), and substitute one hundred mil- 
lions of Treasury notes as a clrrency beyond all possible loss to the holders, in 
lieu of State Bank paper, Congress would thus furnish the true and legitimate 
medium for the whole people. But in the absence of this—having placed the 
public deposites where they now are ; having authorized (tacitly) the public de- 
positories to use these funds ; to issue paper money based upon these very de- 
posits: having enjoyed the facilities of transfer of these funds, Congress can- 


| not now in equity alter the channels of trade, by taking the money voy the 


people and locking it up where it can dé tio good.

Savings Bank of Baltimore has paid to the State and the city during the 
Finan 1806 and 1845, a tax of $8,053. This seems to us a most unrighteous tax. 
If there be any species of property entitled to freedom from taxation , Savings 
Bank funds should partake of the privilege. 

The projét of a Savings Bank—or “ Frugality” Bank—was formed by Jer- 
emy Bentham in the year 1797. The first institution of the kind established in 
Great Britain, was founded at Tottenham, by Mrs. Elizabeth Wakefield, in 
1803. The first Bank for Savings in Scotland was established at Edinburgh in 
1814. These were followed by several in England in the year 1816, and all 
brought under parliamentary control by the efforts of the Hon. George Rose ; 
and since then Savings Banks have been generally opened throughout England, 
Scotland and Ireland. Benefit clubs, among mechanics in England, had accu. 
mulated large amounts of money, and a plan was adopted to identify sach 
_| sa¥ings funds with the public debt of the country, and an extra rate of interest 
was held out as an inducement for deposits: hence arose the Savings Banks as

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HISTORICAL RECORD. 


Queens of England. 


The following list, compiled from the most authentic annalists, includes the 
list of the English queens, from the period of the Conquest, in the 10th century, 
to the preseht time. Besides Victoria, there have been four queens who reigned 
in their own right, not counting the empress Maude, danghter of Henry I., or 
Lady Jane Grey, whose quasi reign lasted only ten days. There have been thirty- 
four queens, consorts of kings, exclusively of four wives of kings who died pre- 
viously to their husbands ascending the throne. Of thirty-five actual sovereigns 
of England, four died unmarried, three kings and one queen. 

Or Wirv1Am I.—Matilda; daughter of Baldwin, earl of Flanders; she was 
married in 1051 ; and died 1084. 

II. —This sovereign died unmarried. 

Or Henny | —Matilda, daughter of Malcolm III. king of Scotland; she was 
married November 11, 1100; and died May 1, 1119, 

Adelais, daughter of Godfrey, earl of Louvaine; she was married January 
29,1129. Survived the king. 

Maude, or Matilda, daughter of Henry I., and rightful heir to the throne; 
she was born 1101 ; was betrothed in 1109, at eight years of age, to Henry V., 
emperor of Germany, who died 1125. She married, secondly, Geoffrey Planta- 
genet, earl of Anjou, 1130. Was set aside from the English succession by Ste- 

_ phen, 1135; landed in England, and claimed the crown, 1139. Crowned, but 
was soon after defeated at Winchester, 1141. Concluded a peace with Stephen, 
which d the to her son, Henry, 1153; died 1167. 

Or SterHen.—Matilda, daughter of Eustace, count of Boulonge; she was 
married in 1128; and died May 3, 1/51. 

Or Hewny II.—Eleanor, the repudiated queen of Louis VII., king of France, 
and heiress of Guienne and Poitou ; she was married to Henry 1152 ; died 1204. 

Or Ricnarp I,—Berengera, daughter of the king of Navarre ; she was matr- 
ried May 12,119], Survived the king. 

Or Joun.—Avisa, daughter of the earl of Gloucester ; she was married in 
1189. Divorced. 

Isabella, daughter of the count of Angouleme ; she was the young and virgin 
wife of the count de la Marche ; married to John in 1200, Survived the king, on 
whose death she was remarried to the count de la Marche. 

Or Hewry III.—Eleanor, daughter of the count de Provence ; she was mat- 
ried January 14, 1236. Survived the king; and died in 1292, in a monastery, 
whither she had retired, 

Or Epwarp I .—Eleanor of Castile ; she was married in 1253 ; died of a fever 
on her journey to Scotland, at Horneby, in Lincolnshire, 1296. 

Margaret, sister of the king of France ; she was married September, 12, 1299. 
Survived the king. 

Or Epwarp II.—Isabella, daughter of the king of France ; she was married 
in 1308. On the death, by the gibbet, of her favorite, Mortimer, she was con- 
fined for the rest of her life to her own house at Risings, near London.

Anne of Cleves, sister of William, duke of Cleves. She was married January 
6, 1540; was divorced July 10, 1540; and died in 1557. 

Catherine Howard, niece of the duke of Norfolk; she was married Auguy 
8, 1540; aid was beheaded on Tower-hill, February 12, 1542. 

Catherine Parr, daughter of Sir Thomas Parr, and widow of Nevill, Lord La. 
imer. She was married July 12, 1543. Survived the hing, after whose death 
she married Sir Thomas Seymour, created Lord Sudley , ad died Sept. 5, 1548. 
Epwarp VI.—This prince, who ascended the throne in his tenth year, reigned 
six ynars and five months, and died unmarried. 

Ludy Jane Grey, daughter of the duke of Suffolk, and wife of Lord Guildfor 
Dndley. Proclaimed queen on the death of Edward. In ten days afterwards 
returned to private life; was tried Nov. 13, 1553; and beheaded Feb. 12, 1554, 
when but seventeen years of age. 

Mary, daughter of Henry VIII. She ascended the throne July 6, 1553 ; mar. 
ried Philip Il. of Spain, July 25, 1554; and died Nov. 17, 1558, The king her 
husband died in 1598. 

Elizabeth, daughter of Henry VIII, Succeeded to the crown Nov. 17, 1558; 
reigned 44 years, four months and seven days ; and died unmarried. 

Or James I—Anne, princess of Denmark, daughter of Frederick I1.; she 
was married August 20, 1589; and died March 1619. 

Or Cuances'I.—Henrietta Maria, daughter of Henry IV., king of France: 
she was married June 13, 1625. Survived the unfortunate king; and died in

Mary Beatrice, princess of Modena, daughter of Alphonso d’Este, duke ; she 
was married Nov. 21, 1673, At the Revolution in 1688, she retired with James 
to France ; and died 1718, having survived her consort seventeen years. 
Witu1am Mary.—Mary, the princess of Orange, daughter of James 
married to William, Nov. 4, 1677; ascended the throne Feb, 13, 1689; died 
December 28, 1694. 

Anne, daughter of James II. She married George, prince of Denmark, July 
28, 1683; succeeded to the throne March 8, 1702; had thirteen children, all of 
whom died young ; lost her husband Oct. 28, 1708; and died Aug. 1, 1714.

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Origin of Banking. 

The first Bank established was in Italy, A. D. 808, by the Lombard Jews, of 
whom some settled in Lombard-street, London, where many Bankers still re- 
side. The name bank is derived from banco, a bench, which was erected in the 
market-place for the exchange of money. The mint in the tower of London was 
anciently the depository for merchants’ cash, until Charles 1. laid his hands on 
the money, and destroyed the credit of the Mint, in 1640. The traders were 
thus driven to some other place of security for their gold, which, when kept at 
home, their apprentices frequently absconded with to the army. In 1645, there- 
fore, they consented to lodge it with the goldsmiths in Lombard-street, who 
were provided with strong chests for their own valuable wares ; and this be- 
came the origin of banking in England.

In 1840, the amount of paper curren- 
cy issued by Joint Stock Banks amounted to £4,138,618 , the amount in circu- 
lation by private Banks, same year, was £6,973,613—the total amount exceed- 
ing eleven millions. In Ireland there have been many similar Banks instituted,

tates is twenty-two carats, and two parts of copper. In the early ages no 
etals were used but those found pure, as gold, silver and copper. The smelt- 
ing of ores was a comparatively late tnyention, and ascribed both to observa- 
ions on volcanoes and to the burning of forests.
